_@ memorandum on the Panjab Tenan- 
cy Bill by K4zi Mir Alam, retired 
Extra ‘Assistant Commissioner, Abbottabad. The author does 
not sympathize with the’ objects and reasons of the. Bill and 
does not see the necessity of the amendment of Act XXVIII 
of 1868 in the way proposed. He is‘ afraid that the new 
measure will be very injurious to landlords. 1s?, the omis- 
sion of section 2 of the Act of 1868 will be injurious both 
to landlords .and tenants. Hitherto, when any important 
thing was omitted by an oversight from the settlement records, 
provision was made fer it by a decree of court or an agreement

between the landlord and the tenant; but this will not be q 
possible in future. In 1871 Civil Suit No. 68 was decided by 


the Lahore Chief Court under section 2 of the Tenancy Act. 


Had there been no such provision in the Act, the parties to 
the suit;would have been exposed to great difficulty. The 
decrees of courts. and the agreements between landlords and 


tenanta. nefeyred to in, the section, are not always beneficial to 
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-- lawdlords.: True, in the absence of the section,‘ landlord on 
 @ tenant will still beable-to refer aidisputa regarding:such # 
decree or agreement to civil. courts, but this, method of, Bete 
thing the dispute will probably put the parties to much:incon- 
venience and trouble. - It has been alleged in-the::-statement 
of objects nd reasons that the section in question, does . not 
apply to-Chapter II of the Act, but the section does apply to 
section 6 in Chapter . Il. Moreover, the writer does not consi- 
der. the provisions of the section to be opposed to public policy. 

No doubt there were. many. quarrels between landlords. and 
tenants in the Sirsa district, but it was but just and fair that 
the agreements concluded between them should be upheld by.
